He was on
the soene whilo the aiforts were bolng
made to pet the body down, aud after-
wards viswed the body, The wire, he
madd, which out through the linoman's
chook had evidently enterod at the mouth,
It had burned clear to the cheek hone,
The burn in the throwt had severed Lhe
windpipe and many museles and velns
Just Below Adwn’s apple. It the man had
remnined suspended in the air much longer
the head wounld have been completely
sovered from the body,
